During the hey-
dey of travel to California by
sea, from 1840 to about 1865, num-
crous vessels were wyécked on
San Clemente, and as it is of a
barren, rugged character, skippers
of other vessels - conceived the
idea of providing for castaways
by landing soats, chickans, pigs
and_other 1 stock on the island.
Of the varieties Janded, only the

goats were able to make a.living
and survivé, The present stock

has accommodated itself. to  the
conditions, and now the goats bear
very little resemblance . to’ their
timid, domesticated forefathers:
They are  heavier in body, ‘sh_urt
of . leg, long of horn, and their
hoof are  large and tongh' to

withstand thie shocks jof jumping
from crag ta &rag. In ‘colof they
are dark brown on back and side,

shading to a lighter color under-
neath. They have a Dlentiful

Answer — The Vehicle Act re-
quires only that a stop light de-
vice in order to quallfy for the ap-
proval of the Division of Motor
Vehicles shall give a stop signal
plainly visible for a distance of
100 féet to the rear. Undoubtedly
the stop lights which come a8
factory equipment on practically
all card at the present time do
meét thiese reduitements. Never-
théless for some years the Divis
slon of Motor Vehicle has de-
clined to test or give officlal ap-
proval ' to the varfous forms of
stop - lights probably  because of
their simplicity.

“Since, however,  Sectfont 131 of
the Vehicle Act requires that on
stopping -a signal to be glven
either by hand or by means of a

mechanical or electrical device
which has Dbeen approved by the
division. ‘of 'motor" vehicles, and

since there' are few if any stop
lights in operation which have re-
celved such official approval, it is
hardly possible to comply with
the law otherwise thian, Lby: giving
the hand signal. The stop 1ght
may Be working but if the ques-
tion should arfse it could not be
shown that it had recefved ap-
proval and would probably not be

According to Mr. Scott, who has
made similar trips to. San Cle-
mente on other occasions, there is
nothing on the island to attract
anyone but. hunters after goat
meat. There +is no tillable soil,
nothing grows but cactus and a
few- - shrubs and . sparse . coarse
vegetation.  There are plenty of
springs, but the island is cut up
by numerous canyons, of a unique
and dangerous character.  One
huntér who' attempted sto explore
such a canyen in recent years lost
his life wh a  shelf erumbled
under his weight and let him fall
to the rocks below. Sun' Clenrens
Is dwned by the federal govern-
ment, but apparently Is attached
to no California  county, as was
shown by the incident above re-
ferred to. No inquest or formal
inquiry could be¢ made into the
‘circumstances  of  the hunter's
 death  because  there were no
authorities to take the responsi-
bility.
